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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Arguments 
1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 7-8 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 7 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over admitted prior art 
in view of Kawahara et al. (USPN 5506629). 

Referring Fig. 12, the admitted prior art teaches a projection type liquid crystal display 
apparatus comprising a liquid crystal panel (102), a drive circuit substrate (104), a projection lens 
unit (101), The prior art also teaches that the liquid crystal panel is firmly attached and is fixed to 
the projection lens unit (101). Prior art does not teach "a holder for holding said display panel 
and provided with positioning means for positioning said holder and said projection lens support, 
wherein said projection lens support is positionally aligned and connected with said display 
panel via said holder by said positioning means " 

Kawahara et al. on the other hand teach as shown in FIG. 38 a projection tube frame 151 
to which a projection tube 121 is attached that is supported on a frame-like holder 111. 
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Kawahara et al. teach that the holder 1 1 1 is retractably supported directly to a lens frame 153 by 
second rotation shafts 114. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to modify the admitted prior 
art which is illustrated as a projection type liquid crystal display apparatus in Fig. 12 to adapt 
Kawahara' s frame like holder (1 1 1) as configured in Fig. 38 for the purpose of holding and 
positioning. Because both the prior art and Kawahara teach about projection type display 
apparatus and one of ordinary skill in the art would have looked toward kawahara for the manner 
by which the components of the apparatus are arranged. 

In addition, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to ascertain that 
electrodes are disposed on a side or sides in which the display panel is configured. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claim 8 is objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would be 
allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and 
any intervening claims.
